He told the state's congression­ 
al delegation that funds now ear­ 
marked for flood control work in 
the Commonwealth are insuffi­ 
cient . 
Lawrence pictured the state's 
industrial growth as defiendent on 
the appropriations, saying: 
Bar To Industry 
" I am convinced that new in­ 
dustry will not come into a com­ 
munity constantly vulnerable to 
flooding, It is equally evident that 
established industries are not go­ 
ing to subject themselves inde f- 
inately to heavy lasses from re­ 
curring floods." 
The 
governor’s 
appeal 
was 
sounded a rn md a busy day cf ap­ 
pearances before congressmen to 
muster support for the flood con­ 
trol projects and an industrial and 
rural area redevelopment hill, 
He said President Eisenhower’s 
budget proposal of $14,224,000 for 
navigation and flood control pro­ 
jects in Pennsylvania was "the 
minimum amount” needed to car­ 
ry on wxirk already started. 
Critical Situation 
"In my frank opinion, however,” 
he added, "the President has not 
asked for enough." 
He said Pennsylvania faced a 
critical situation in preventing a 
recurrence of dev asta ting Janu­ 
ary floods which caused damage 
estimated at $13,500,000 in western 
and northeastern Pennsylvania. 
"W e have no choice," Lawrence 
declared. "W e must get all the 
flood protection we can afford and 
we must get it now."

The author’s detailed, hour* 
by-hour account of the most 
dram atic day in history start­ 
ed with 6 p.m. — the begin­ 
ning of the Hebrew day — 
with Jesus and ten of the

salem. Peter and John had 
gone ahead to prepare the 
evening’s feart at the home of 
the rich father of the Apostle 
Mark. The two had bought 
the food for the feast and the 
odor of roasting lamb filled 
the upstairs room when Jesus 
arrived with His companions. 
The personalities of the Dis­ 
ciples are revealed vividly as 
the story continues today.

*r*HE men in that room with 
* 
Jesus called themselves “the 
Twelve.” They were pious men 
in an age when piety was com­ 
mon. For the most part, they 
were not men of exceptional in­ 
tellect or training; some may not 
have even been able to read or 
write, but all had studied the oral 
law at the knees of their mothers 
and fathers. 
Like all men of that time In 
Palestine, they averaged about 
five feet six inches in height, al­ 
though some, like Peter, were 
taller. They wore white garments, 
and one or two who adm ired fash 
ion had purple hems. All wore 
full beards and uncut hair, be­ 
cause the Law of God warned 
against all forms of vanity. 
Most Had Two Names 
Most of the men with Jesus 
that evening had two names, the 
second of which was given to each 
ane by Jesus. This caused some 


confusion among His followers be­ 
cause the new name given to one 
man was sometimes the same as 
I he original 
name of another. 
There were at least two Jameses, 
two Simons, and two Judases. 
The Apostle Andrew' was short 
and dark and sinewy 
He was 
from Capharnaum and he was the 
first of the Twelve to have fol­ 
lowed Jesus. His older brother 
was Peter. Among the fishermen 
in Galilee he was known to be 
valorous in storms. He had enor­ 
mous faith, and was a disciple of 
St. John the Baptist before he met 
Jesus.^No man knows when An­ 
drew died, but long after this 
night he would be crucified on an 
X-shaped cross. 
Bartholomew, tall, slender and 
handsome, was the most fashion­ 
ably dressed of the Apostles. He 
was born in Cana, and his father 
called him Nathanael. He had been 
a vine dresser. He was naive and 
found it easy to believe a sad 
story and easy to weep. His best 
friend was Philip. In later years. 
Bartholomew* preached in Persia 
and the eastern countries and the 
time would come when the people 
would Bay him alive. 
Philip Was Merry 
Philip was the m erry one. He 
was short and dark. He lived in 
Bethsaida, in Galilee, and there 
he had a wife and some said three 
daughters and a sister Marianne 
The little man standing close 
to one of the stone columns was 
called Jam es of Alphaeus (not to 


reputed to be a sister to the Mo­ 
ther of Jesus, Jam es of Alphaeus 
was always addressed by Jesus 
as “ My Brother.” And this Jam es 
loved Him dearly but had diffi­ 
culty believing that Jesus was the 
Messiah. He was older than Jesus 
and had known Him from infancy. 
A Prominent Figure 
There was another cousin to 
Jesus in the group at the Pass- 
over supper, and this was Jude. 
He was not a prominent figure 
among the Apostles, and little 
is known of Hun.

In the years ahead, Peter would 
be arrested three times; he would 
preach the testament of Jesus far 
and wide; he would grow old and 
feeble and, according to some au­ 
thorities, he would die crucified, 
asking that he be turned head 
down. 


His greatest .utterance, a m ar­ 
vel of faith and humility, was: 
“You know all things, Lord. You 
know that I love You."

After a period in the doldrums

One who grows accustomed to 
hi-fi music often is not satisfied 
with the musical tones heard on 
AM radio, w’hieh generally cuts 
off at from 5.000 to 8.000 cycles. 
Most TV audio reception is equal­ 
ly constricted. 


But an FM station operates in 
a wider frequency band than AM. 
Normally utilizing a range up to 
15,000 cycles, its signal is almost 
free of static and can be heard
